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CONTENT STANDARD 2: Students will apply knowledge of language conventions (e.g., spelling and punctuation) to print and nonprint texts. 
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In domain scoring, which was developed in conjunction with Arkansas educators, the observation of writing is divided into several domains (categories), each 
comprised of various features. Each domain is evaluated holistically; the domain score indicates the extent to which the features in that domain appear to be 
under the control of the writer. The score is a judgment of the entire domain with all features being of equal importance. 

Domains are weighted to reflect the more fundamental importance of some domains. 

The domain scores, along with an awareness of the features comprising each domain, are used to plan developmental or remedial instruction for the student. 
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
